There is no longer anything to fear from JiiiuNiun ambition. Tin 
lust of conquest passed with the Romanoffs. But to the Uohon/ol 
lorns,, militarists and junkers of I'lussia there is tar more peril ni a 
Hussian people desiring to live their own lite. Free idculs ure more 
aggresdve than ambitious emperors. They overleap all boundaries 
They arc more meiiaeint; than armies against royalty, tyranny, aris 
tocracy, militurism and all tiie v^ist, cntrenclied 'system of error, vio 
lence and crime represented today by the German government. 

And so (Jermany is i)enl on destroy inj? I lie new iinssia. Siic var 
ies her methods to suit the moment. In the tirst days of the ruvulu 
tion she sent an invading nrmy swarming across the frontier, hostile 
emissaries in the guise of friends, to foment iroulile, arouse discon- 
tent, set faction against faulion and lead the revolution to its own 
destruction. The campaign succeeded so well that hundreds of 
^housjinds of (lernmn troops were witiidrawan from the eastern front 
to light the British and French. Russia was being beaten witiiout 
soldiers. 

Recently the face of tilings has changed. Russian patriots, aid 
«d powerfully by tiie Allies, liolstered hy American money and as- 
surances, have restored a seudilance of discipline in the army and arc 
getting the government into working shape. It appears that there is 
hope, after all, for the latest and biggest of democracies. And 
Uermauy begins to mass troops again on iier eastern tiank and threat- 
en a drive against Petrograd. 

Can the Russians meet that thru.st? The prayer of America are 
with them iu their task, and the resources of Americu will be at their 
disposal if they can only hold out a little longer.

Milk, while one of the most valuable foods there are. is ul.so the one 
most subject to contamination from uiielean receptacles. All the 
icp-crcam making and serving sliould be siibjeeted to most rigid 
inspection by the town's health de|)artment. In.si)ecting the places 
where it is made and sold once a summer won't do. It must be 
done every week in ordei' to be clVccI ive. This ai)|)lies, of course, 
with e(|iuil force to any of the summer drinks served at .soda foun- 
tains. * 

Sugar is a food of wbieb no ordinary human system can eoiu- 
fortably dispose of more than four ounces (eight tablespoons) per 
day. This includes all the sugar used in cooking, all thAt present in 
fruits and vegelaliles. If more is taken, digestive disoi'ders re- 
sult, with consecjucnt irritability of temper. Also, the appetite for 
other equally necessaiy foods is destroyed and the balance of the 
proper daily nutrition upset. 

Eat ice-cream by all means. It's u good food and a delightful 
one. But be sure it's cleanly made and served, don't chill your 
stomach with too much at once when you're overheated, and don't 
eat too much on any one day.

The National Aniline A Chemical 

Cdmpany has been chartered at Al- 
bany, N. Y., with 200,000 shares of 7 
per cent preferred stock of 1100 par 
value, and ^360,000 ahares of common 
wlthoaf par valve. The avowed pur- 
pote of the company la to auppljr all 
American dyeing requirements, and 
the capacity will be more than 30,000,- 
000 pound) per annum. Here Is a 
wonderful example of the opportunl- 
ttea which the war has afforded by 
cutting off foreign competition. The 
Republicans, when in power, afford a 
aimllar opportunity, without a reaort 
to bloodshed, by adopting the protec- 
tive tariff policy. 

Because the textile people and oth- 
er uaers of dyea could not get into 
agreement with oapttaUata who wished 
to build up a dye induatry in this coun- 
try, the Republican party was prevent- 
nd from en^ctlnR rates of duty which 
would afford this industry adequate 
protection from the cutthroat com- 
petition of Oermany. Our dye-users, 
whoae power waa great and deviously 
used, effectually blocked all attempta 
to put the dye Industry on a protective 
basis. They did this because they 
could purchase from Germany at low- 
er prices, and Oermany was using thi!i 
marlcet ns a dumping plnco whonevor 
it appeared that a dye Industry was 



about to develop here. 

Then the war came along, and our 
dye-utera found that they eould not 
get dyea from Germany in apy amount, 
and that our dye-manufacturera had 
been put out of business borausi' pro- 
tection was denied them. The price 
of dyestutfs soared to heights never 
dreamed Qt, and, aa the Congreasional 
expert on the dyeatuff aituatlon, Hon. 
B. J. Hill, remarked when the pr^- 
ent tariff law wak amended by plac- 
ing a duty on dyes: "If every pen- 
ay of the speclflcial duty whlcli It is 
now proposed to add to the revenue 
ratea of the present law should be 
added to the price to the oonaumer,rit 
would take one hundred yeara of that 
burden to equal the losses which the 
existing famine has hrounht upon this 
country In the last twelve months." 

Tho Democrats hemmed and hawed 
and haggled over the proposition to 
put protective ratea on dyea in 1916, 
and having at length, committed them- 
selves to the policy in this instance, 
boggled the whole thing by levying 
rates which pleased nobody, and which 
will have to be amended very soon af- 
ter peace cornea. But the war is giv- 
ing the induatry -a chance tft ^rout 
and wax strong and with the Repub- 
licans In control of Congress in 1919 
the dye industry will get the treat- 
ment it deserves — from the National 
legislature at least. I'scrs of dyes 
have long ago discovered their mia- 
take. They do not Wan( another ex- 
perience like that of 1916.
